Hundreds of Veteran's Day ceremonies, many aimed 
at giving President Nixon's "siient majority'* a chance 
of piping up, drew thousands of flag-waving citizens in 
cities and hamlets across America. 


Some of the larger crowds — estimated by police 
at more than 10,000 each — were in Washington, Bos- 
ton and Tallahassee» Fla. 


Massachusetts Gov. FVancis W. Sargent — declar- 
ing "Veterans are being produced the hard way in Viet- 
nam at this very moment" — led 11,000 marchers in 
Boston. The Tallahassee parade featured traditional 
floats and civic displays.

Now the marchers—perhaps 
as many as 200.000 to what 
could be the biggest antiwar 
protest to hiatoiy—will turn off

demonstrations. 


Asked if they were disappoint- 
ed at not being allowed to bring 
the mass protest directly in 
front of the White House, pro- 
test leaders referred instead to 
their 40-hour "March Against 
Deato."

LANSING <AP> — Senate Re- 
publicans pushed for aettai to- 
day OB Gov. William MllUkea's 
educatioo4>eteted tax proposals 
as Democrats adapted a "wait 
and see" attMude. 


Senate Ma)critgr Leader Emil 
Lockwood. R ^ . Louis, said he 
still hoped some part of the 
reform package would make it 
through the Upper Chamlaer this 
week.

Lockwood managed a squeak- 
ing victory Tuesday when Re- 
pubticaas proirkled one more 
vote ttian oppoiHkin Dentocrats 
to push a 1116 million property 
tax bill to the top of the Senate's 
debate calendar. 


The vote was 17-M on Lock- 
wood's nation to move up the 
bill eliminating the property 
tax credit against the income 
tax.
